Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed reference listed in the information

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 2, the present application teaches a portable radio 
communication apparatus which has sound input device, a sound output device, a first 
case, a second case which connected to the first case so as to rotate between a fully 
open position, in which the second display is in a used condition, with respect to the first 
case. The first display is automatically illuminated, and the second display automatically 
turned off, when the second case is in the fully open position, and the second display is 
automatically illuminated when the second case is in the fully closed position. Thus 
when second case is in the fully open position, second display is automatically turned 
off and first display is automatically turned on as specifically subsidized in claims 1 , and 
2. 

Regarding claim 5, the present application teaches a portable radio 
communication apparatus which has sound input device, a sound output device, a first 
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case, a second case which connected to the first case so as to rotate between a fully 
open position, in which the second display is in a used condition, with respect to the first 
case. The first display is automatically illumjnated, and the second display automatically 
turned off, when the second case is in the fully open position, and the second display is 
automatically illuminated when the second case is in the fully closed position. Thus 
when second case is in the fully open position, second display is automatically turned 
off and first display is automatically turned on as specifically subsidized in claim 5. 

The closest prior art such as Yoon modified by Meins and Moriya. Yoon teaches 
a single illuminator that simultaneously illuminates both display screens regardless of 
whether the folder is in an open or closed position, Meins only teaches the use of one 
display screen, and Moriya discloses a phone having a front display section and a rear 
display section, a foldable first housing on which is formed front display section and rear 
display sections. However, Moriya provides no disclosure of automatic illumination or 
non-illumination of its various displays depending on the position of housing.
